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Ford Seeks Statehood For Puerto Rico 
Island Caught By Surprise 
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VAIL, Colo. (UPI) - In a 
surprise move opposed within 
his own adm inistration, P resi­ 
dent Ford said Friday he will 
ask the new Congress to m ake 
Puerto Rico the 51st state and 
perm anently seal “ bonds of 
friendship, 
tradition, 
dignity 
and individual freedom ." 
F o rd ’s 
decision 
caught 
Puerto Ricans by surprise. It 
was an unwelcome act to many 
who favor either independence 
or 
continued 
commonwealth 
status, 
and a 
photographer 
seeking reactio n found no 
celebration in the streets of San 
Juan. 
The President’s plan rejected 
a 1975 proposal by a joint US.- 
Puerto Rican commission that 
called for a “com pact of per­ 
m anent 
un io n ’’ 
allow ing 
“ maximum 
self-government 
and self-determ ination” for the 


Caribbean island," which was 
ceded to the United States by 
Spain after a w ar in 1898. 
Ford spoke cautiously about 
whether Congress will pass his 
statehood proposal, telling 
reporters: “We’ll have to wait 
and see.” But adm inistration 
sources said the P re sid e n t 
really believes the proposal will 
pass. 
Sources also said Ford ran 
into both strong opposition and 
strong su p p o rt, w ithin his 
ad m in istratio n and w ithout, 
when considering 
the 
plan. 
They said, for exam ple, the 
President’s ad hoc advisory 
group was against the idea. 
The President finally decided 
to m ake the statehood proposal 
ju st before 
leaving 
office 
because he felt anything less 
would be unjust for Puerto 
Ricans, since they are Ameri­ 


can citizens, sources said. 
In Puerto Rico the man who 
won the gubernatorial race this 
fall on a statehood party ticket 
and will be inaugurated Sunday 
issued a statem ent saying the 
people of his island m ust be 
grateful to Ford. But the man 
he ousted said Ford’s decision 
runs counter to will of most 
Puerto Ricans. 
Puerto Rico, with 2.8 million 
persons, was a US. territory 
until it becam e a common­ 
wealth on July 25, 1952. In 1967 
the 
island’s 
voters 
soundly 
rejected statehood in favor of 
rem aining a 
commonwealth. 
Although Puerto Ricans are 
US. citizens and participate in 
the Dem ocratic and Republican 
nomination conventions, they 
cannot vote for president. 
Submission of the legislation 
Ford prom ised would be only 


the first in a long series of steps 
needed to m ake Puerto Rico a 
state, a process that would be 
completed — if it comes to that 
— well into Jim m y C arter’s 
term . 
C arter, stopped by reporters 
late Friday as he returned from 
five hours’of quail hunting near 
Plains, Ga., and was asked how 
he felt about the issue Ford was 
handing him. 
"No com m ent,” the P resi­ 
dent-elect 
replied.

showed only 22 persons dead in 
traffic in the first full day of the 
holiday period. 
During a four-day holiday a 
year ago, 402 persons died in 


traffic accidents. In the 1974-75 
one-day holiday, 194 persons 
lost their Jives. 
New York City, as usual, had 
plenty of public gatherings for 
celebrants. 
A New Y ear’s parade from 
the P laza Hotel aim ed at 
Central Park for music and 
dancing and a midnight fire­ 
works display; the Riverside 
Church, one of the largest in the 
city, will have a 74-bell carillon, 
largest in the world, playing 
Auld Lang Syne; and at m id­ 
night a 20-ton bell, largest tuned 
bell in the world, wifi ring for 
five minutes.

President Ford and Jim m y 
C arter each got $21.8 million for 
the general cam paign, bringing 
the total amount spent by the

Just for prim ary matching

—F ord’s share was $4.7 million 
and C a rte r’s $3.5 m illion. 
Republican Ronald R eagan got

slightly more than $5 million, 
and an ti-ab o rtio n c an d id ate 
Ellen McCormack the least, 
$244,000. 
In the first three and a half 
years of the check-off, the 
government raised alm ost $62 
million to pay for Campaign ’76.

record 14.2 per cent of all births 
in the United States during 1975 
were illegitimate, the National 
Center for Health Statistics 
said Friday. 
During the same year, total 
US birth and fertility rates fell 
to unprecedented lows, new 
figures from the center showed. 
The declining b irth ra te 
pointed toward a possible zero 
population growth in the next 
century Already, figures sho­ 
wed. the average woman of 
childbearing age can expect to 
have just 1.8 children during 
her lifetime compared to 3.6 at 
1960 rates. 
The 
p ercen tag e 
of 
illegitim ate births among ail 
b irth s has been in creasin g 
since 1952 
Based on information from 
birth certificates in the District 
of Columbia and the 38 states 
that record such information, 
the center estim ated 447,900 
illegitim ate births among the 
total 3,144,198 registered live 
births in the United States in 
1975, a 7 per cent increase over 
1974. Figures for 1976 were not 
available. 
“ T h is 
in crease 
resu lted 
mainly from a sharp increase 
of 11 per cent among white 
births ... the third consecutive 
year in which an increase oc­ 
curred for this racial group,” 
the center report said. It said 
illegitimate births among black 
women increased about 5 per 
cent.

Salem's Generosity 


We have good news and bad news, as they say. 
in reviewing w hat Salem residents have done for 
their community in the past year and what the 
community has provided for them 
Individuals, service clubs and even school 
children donated to a multitude of worthy 
causes. But the town’s generosity fell short as 
the 1976 Salem United Fund campaign fell 
$10,000 short of its goal and a Salem School levy 
went down to defeat for the third time. 
On the positive side, Salem’s Bicentennial 
celebration was supported in a most visible w av. 
through donations of time, money and materials, 
to 'he establishment of the Salem Liberty Center 
Mini-park. Not the least of those contributions 
was $800 raised by Salem school children in a 
“ buy a brick’’ campaign 
The Memorial Building and Salem Parks and 
Recreation Department also were beneficiaries 
of residents' goodwill, as $633 was raised for an 
electric lift to aid residents in the elderly 
nutrition program and a new bus for the parks 
department was purchased through donations 
Salem City Council 
offered 
the 
Memorial 
Building $10,000 to ease its financial woes 
The elderly also benefitted as a group of 
residents organized Mobile Meals, Inc., to 
provide hot lunches every weekday to the citv’s 
elderiv and shut-ins 
Some 80 residents looked outside their com­ 
munity to take part in the annual CROP walk, 
which collected funds to aid CROP work in 
disaster-stricken Guatemala and other areas 
Several services were established or continued 
in 1976 to aid residents. The Columbiana County 
Area Council on Alcoholism opened an office at 
511 E State St. in April, and the county food 
stamp program opened a satellite office at the 
Salem YWCA in July. The Salem office of the 
Bureau of Employment Services continued its 
summer program of finding jobs for students, 
with two young people in charge, and placed 122 
people in jobs. The Salem Public Library began 
to offer films on loan for free 
Local citizens made their voices heard when it 


came to the planned relocation of Rt 45 Some 
190 people attended a January meeting and 
many protested the project. An ad-hoc study 
team later rejected the idea, based on residents' 
comments, and the issue died 
But the Salem School Board wasn't so lucky 
An invitation for residents to attend a January 
meeting to express ideas on future building- 
renovation projects wasn’t taken up by anyone 
The board approved a $2 million bond issue Feb 
18 for the June 8 primary ballot which was 
defeated by nearly 450 votes. A second issue 
placed on the November ballot also failed 
The 1976 United Fund Campaign got off to a 
good start, with donations at the beginning of the 
second week running $7,000 ahead of collections 
at that point in 1975. But the enthusiasm tapered 
off and the campaign closed with donations and 
pledges of $96,000, some $10,000 short of a goal 
already reduced from the previous year’s target. 
len local agencies will suffer from the short­ 
fall, agencies which benefit the same people that 
area residents responded to so generously during 
other fund drives. 
The reasons remain puzzling, and the situation 
remains a sad state of affairs We hope next 
year’s drive will be greeted with a more 
generous spirit 
The new year provides hope in a number of 
areas. 
Salem's service and social clubs will continue 
to actively promote good causes. The Salem 
Jaycees will continue a drive to establish a 
permanent youth center, and the Salem Area 
Chamber of Commerce will look into possibilities 
for an indoor swimming pool for the community. 
City officials will apply for federal funds to 
construct a second elderiy housing project and 
they’re hopeful of reapplying for financing to 
renovate City Hall if the Carter administration 
continues the public works program. 
Despite some disappointments, it’s been a 
good year for Salem, as its citizens have 
responded with generous gifts and have been 
repaid with an increasing number of services. 
Selective Sensitivities 


Jim m y Carter has said that one of his first acts 
as president will be to issue a general pardon to 
the 
thousands of 
self-exiled Vietnam 
war 
protestors. Reaction among the exiles them­ 
selves seems to be on the order of, “ Don’t do us 
any favors.” 
During his election campaign, it will be 
recalled. Mr. Carter made a distinction between 
amnesty and pardon. The first, he said, means 
that what you did was right; the second merely 
means we forgive you 
While the dictionary recognizes no such 
distinction, most Americans probably agree with 
this definition of the terms. Certainly the xiles 
do. 
A number of them have been interviewed 
lately on network television news programs, 
singing the same old refrain as always: They 
were right and the United States was wrong They 
will settle for nothing else than complete and 
unconditional amnesty. 
It remains to be seen how many of them stick it 
out on principle and how many seize the oppor­ 
tunity to return hom$. After all these years, most 
of the exiles have made new lives for themselves 
and manv have become citizens of Canada and 


Sweden 
There is another reason why M r Carter’s 
pardon may not be the final , healing gesture he 
intends it to be 
Too many American families still grieve for 
sons lost in Vietnam to welcome a flood of 
returning draft evaders and deserters telling 
them howr immoral their country was. All they 
know is that no American or South Vietnamese 
soldier ever invaded North Vietnam, and that 
whether or not the United States had any 
business getting involved in that war, there 
would have been no war had it not been for the 
aggression of North Vietnam. 


It would be asking too much, of course, to 
suggest that the war protestors, once pardoned, 
might redirect their efforts to pointing out to the 
world the continuing barbarism of the victors in 
Vietnam, as well as Cambodia. Their moral 
sensitivities have always remained curiously 
unstirred by anything done by the other side. 


The most that can be hoped for is that the 
exiles have the good grace to accept their par­ 
don, and the civility not to demand that medals 
be struck in their honor.

So. too. is it human nature to for get those fresh 
promises almost as soon as they ar<‘ made The 
now vear quickly becomes just another year, and 
the old familiar ruts become deeper and more 
oinfortanle 
jjoneetv might perhaos demand that we stop 


kidding ourselves and admit that we have no 
intention of living up to our resolutions But that 
kind of honesty is not always the best policy, not 
when the resolutions deal with something im­ 
portant. 


This nation of ours was founded upon a number 
of idealistic resolutions 200 years ago. by a few 
men who fought for freedom, and then laid down 
a blueprint to enlarge and preserve it Their 
resolutions are our heritage If we have failed in 
keeping some of them, we have gloriously suc­ 
ceeded in others 


In a few days, a new administration takes over 
the custodianship of that heritage with a set of 
resolutions of its own which it has laid before the 
people 
Compared to the problems that the 
nation as a whole faces, whether or not we keep 
our little private resolutions is of no moment at 
all 


We really need make but one resolution in this, 
the beginning oi America's third century: 
Resolved, that we will think and act as free

because of the blackness that 
surrounded them. 
The Arabs were still the cus­ 
todians of mathematics and as­

The Chinese were still ahead 
in mechanics. Nowhere in 
Europe was there an architec­ 
tural match for the temples of 
the Orient. 
In Europe strong kings ruled 
ruthlessly and weak kings pre­ 
sided over the bloody bickering 
between the robber barons. 
Men fled in terror before devils 
and witches burned e very­ 
where. 
And 1,000 years ago the con­ 
fusion was indescribable. The 
Roman Em pire had fallen in 
the west and was deep in 
corruption and decay in the 
east. Almost nothing seemed as 
good as what had gone before 
and scholars yvalked backward, 
their eyes on the vanished 
glories of the Caesars 
In the Western world the first 
great Mayan civilization was in 
trouble with 
foolish 
land- 
burning practices that soured 
the soil, and with the idiotic 
business of sacrificing the 
brightest 
and 
handsomest 
youths and maidens to the gods 
China, wracked by perpetual 
wars, was into its sixth dynasty 
in 70 years. 
KIN G THOMAS the Martyr 
of England, two years from his 
murder, was squeezing his sub­ 
jects for “ danegeld” in a futile 
effort to buy off the rampaging 
Danes, 
and 
an 
even 
more 
hapless king, Ethelred the Un­ 
ready, 
was 
waiting 
in 
the 
wings 
Despair would have been uni­ 
versal if people had known how 
bad the situation really was 
But, of course, they didn’t 
know. 
Human 
beings didn't 
begin to share in all the world’s 
ills, 
outrages 
and 
disasters 
until the age of instantaneous 


communication and universal 
coverage began. And that was 
only yesterday. 
Our ancestors lived in iso­ 
lated cells of a gigantic honey­ 
comb. News traveled slowly, if 
at all. What there was of it 
quickly 
became 
a 
hopeless 
mixture of fabulous tales and 
legend 
A valley might be tranquil for 
decades before plague struck or 
a duke went mad or it was 
swept by a marauding army. 
Tragedies occurring 100 miles 
away were often as unknown as 
if they had taken place on the 
dark side of the moon. 
All this is now changed. On 
top of the troubles that affect us 
directly we are smothered in 
everyone else's troubles. 
We follow a shoot-out at the 
airport at Entebbe. We read of 
the Middle East with confusion 
and despair 
A few cases of 
strange 
influenza 
in 
New 
Jersey send us 
flocking 
to 
immunization 
stations. 
A 
report of paralysis stampedes 
us away 
FRO M OUR breakfast tables 
we stare at blasted bodies in 
Belfast A tanker is holed on 
Nantucket reefs and we weep 
for the Massachusetts beaches. 
We are distressed by famine in 
remote Togo and Niger. And 
over all of us hangs the nuclear 
sword of Damocles. 
It is little wonder, then, that 
some cry havoc while others 
are numbed, and still others 
hunt nervously for escapes. As 
Wordsworth said, “ The world is 
too much with us.” 
The chief trouble is that it is 
not the whole world, but only 
part of the world, that ham­ 
mers at our consciousness.

Britain Deploys Vessels 
To Guard Fishing Limits 


LONDON (LTI) — Britain 
deployed a 20-ship fleet Friday 
to g u ard its new 200-mile 
fishing limits which, in concert 
with other European Common 
M arket countries, come into 
force at midnight. 
Three frigates, eight m ines­ 
weepers, one fast patrol boat 
and eight other ships backed by 
four patrol aircraft moved into 
position to keep fishing vessels 
fron Iceland. Bulgaria. Roma­ 
nia, Cuba and Japan out of the 
new 270.000-square-mile area 
Under an agreed ‘‘common 
fish e ries policy,” the nine 
nations of the European Com­ 
mon M arket all were extending 
their fishing limits to 200 miles 
as of mmidnight Friday. 
But 60 per cent of the waters 
added under this joint policy 
are 
British, 
so. 
B rita.n 
is 
playing a leading role in 
patrolling them 
Fishing sources said the first 


problem s were not likely to 
come from Iceland, with which 
B ritaih fought th ree 
‘‘cod 
w ars” in 20 years over fishing 
rights. 
In stead , they said, som e 
difficulty could arise over eight 
Bulgarian and one Romanian 
traw lers currently within the 
new fishery7 zone. 
Three other Eastern Bloc 
countries—the Soviet 
Union, 
Poland and East Germ any— 
were granted rights to catch 
limited amounts within the zone 
for three months. 
Sim ilar permission was given 
to six other countries which do 
not belong to the Common 
M a rk et—Norw ay, 
Sw eden. 
Finland, Spain, Portugal and 
the Faroe Islands. 
British officials said these 
limited concessions were m ade 
to allow 
Common 
M arket 
negotiators time to conclude 
agreem ents with these coun­ 
tries. 
Ex-inmate Conducts 
Tours Of Alcatraz 
ALCATRAZ ISLAND, Calif. 
(UPI > — There was something 
special 
about 
the 
ran g er 
guiding tourists through the 
ruins of Alcatraz. Somehow, he 
communicated a 
mysterious 
intim acy with the grim stone 
prison. 
He crouched and buried his 
head in his arm s to show how 
p riso n ers had to sleep in 
solitary. He told of a prisoner’s 
terrible frustration when view­ 
ing the lights erf San Francisco 
above the trea ch ero u s bay 
waters. 
The guide, Frank Hatfield, 
knew whereof he spoke. 
He had spent six y e ars 
confined on A lcatraz, 
the 
toughest federal prison in the 
country until its abandonment 
in 1963 
“Once I went into my old 
cell," he said in an interview. 
"It was a shattering experien­ 
ce It all cam e back — horns 
and seagulls at night scream ing 
over 
the cell 
house. 
The 
loneliness, the d efeat, the 
feeling that no one cared about 
me. It all cam e back and I 
cried.” 
Hatfield, 49, spent nearly 29 
years in various prisons before 
en terin g the U niversity of 
California last year to study 
criminology and “ make som e­ 
thing good out of my life.” 
He said he had never thought 
of going back to Alcatraz, but 
when two friends who knew he 
had been there asked him to 
join them on a tour, he went. He 
then applied for a guide’s job 
because he needed sum m er 
work 
As a guide the past two 
sum m ers, he was fo-bidden to 
tell about his past 
"I gave 
them a little bit more than the 
standard tour. But I let them 
think I knew it from research 
instead of experience.” 
He told them how the building 
built as a chapel was converted 
to a firing range He told how 
Siank 
a 
. 


prisoners cringed at the sound 
of the machine gun while the 
guards taunted “We re getting 
ready for you ” 
“I talked about the birdman. 
I knew the birdm an," he said of 
R obert F . Stroud, 
one of 
A lc atraz ' fam ous priso n ers. 
Others included A1 Capone and 
“ Machine Gun” Kelly. 
“It broke our hearts to see the 
city of fun just a mile across the 
w ater, the beautiful girls in 
b athing su its on sailb o ats 
passing by, to hear the sight­ 
seeing captains describe us as 
the most dangerous men in 
A m erica,” recalls Hatfield 
No one was ever paroled from 
Alcatraz He either died there 
or was sent to another prison. 
No 
escap e 
attem p t 
w as 
believed successful. 
Hatfield said Alcatraz “ be­ 
cam e the Devil’s Island of 
North A m erica” and “drove so 
many to insanity, to suicide.” 
“As a ranger guide I tried to 
m ake people who came to the 
island, shall we say for a lark, 
leave the island with food for 
thought.” “I’m not bitter over 
the fact that I was there. I’m 
bitter over the fact that people 
haven’t tried to change the 
system much. Alcatraz didn’t 
make me give up crime. .. Age 
made me give up crime. The 
thrill was gone.”

Indonesia 
Hikes Oil 
Price 5.8% 
JAKARTA, Indonesia (UPI) 
— Indonesia announced Friday 
it was boosting by only 5.85 per 
cent the price of its crude oil, 
indicating another chink in the 
unity of the cartel 
of 
the 
Organization of Petroleum E x­ 
porting Countries. 
Indonesia, which 
produces 
only 5 per cent of the world's oil 
supply, followed the lead of 
Saudi Arabia and the United 
Arab 
E m irates 
which 
split 
from the OPEC decision to 
raise prices by 15 per cent over 
the next six months. 
The Jakarta governm ent an­ 
nouncement called for price 
rises varying from 75 cents to 
$1 40, with Indonesian minas, 
its m arker crude, undergoing 
an increase of 75 cents—about 
5.85 per cent—from $12.80 to 
$13.55. The new prices, to go 
into effect on New Y ear’s day, 
range from $13.15 to $14.40. 
The announcement said the 
Indonesian g o v ern m en t was 
"in principle” following the 
OPEC decisions at the Qatar 
m eeting in early December, 
which called for oil price in­ 
creases of 10 per cent beginning 
Jan. 1 and another 5 per cent in 
July. 
But the actual increase an­ 
nounced was in fact closer to 
that of Saudi Arabia and the 
E m irates which split from the 
m ajority 
decision. 
The 
two 
dissidents said they would hold 
their increases to 5 per cent 
throughout 1977 because the 
world economy still recuperat­ 
ing from the 1968 oil crisis 
cannot bear another price hike 
of that magnitude. 
The Jakarta government said 
it also felt it necessary to adjust 
the existing price differentials 
for the country’s crude oil 
produced by its various fields, 
in accordance with develop­ 
m ents in the in te rn atio n al 
m arket. 
Saudi 
A rabia, 
which 
produces about 30 per cent of 
the world oil supply, has begun 
increasing production to meet 
the rising demand for its low’ 
p rices.

NEW' YORK (U P I) — The 
1976 college football season is 
basically the story of two men 
Johnny Majors and Tony 
Dorsett — but it was a decision 
made by a group of men in a 
smoked-filled 
room 
in 
Washington, DC, two years ago 
that had perhaps the greatest 
impact on the major college 
scene this year 
At the NCAA convention in 
Washington in 1974 the rules 
committee decided to imple­ 
ment a change that would limit 
to 30 per year the number of 
football scholarships a college 
could give out. The primary 
reason for the change was to 
save money, but the coaches 
also believed it would eventual­ 
ly create a greater balance of 
power among the nation’s 
major college teams. 
They were right. 
There was some strong 
evidence this season to support 
the theory that no longer will 
one or two clubs rule a con­ 
ference. This was the year of 
‘‘new faces” as 
Georgia. 
Houston, Wyoming and Colora­ 
do replaced the more familiar 
names of Alabama, 
Texas, 
Arizona State and Nebraska 
atop their respective conferen­ 
ces. 
The 
freshest 
new 
face, 
however, belonged to 
the 
University of Pittburgh. The 
Panthers, coached by Majors 
and sparked by the running of 
Dorsett, reached their greatest 
height 
in 
40 
years 
and 
became the first Eastern team 
to achieve No. 1 ranked honors 
since Syracuse in 1959. 
I n ending Penn State’s rein as 
Eastern kingpin, Pittsburgh 
posted a perfect 11-0 record and 
Dorsett 
became 
the 
first 


collegian to rush for more than 
6,000 career yards (6,082). The 
5-foot-ll, 190-pound running 
back capped his brilliant career 
by being named winner of the 
Heisman Trophy as the out­ 
standing player in the nation. 
During his four years at Pitt­ 
sburgh he set or tied 14 NCAA 
rushing and scoring records. 
The highlight of Pitt’s regular 
season came in the final game 
when it defeated arch-rival 
Penn State for the first time in 
11 years. The lowpoint came a 
week later when Majors an­ 
nounced he was leaving Pitt 
next season to take the head 
coaching job at his alma mater, 
Tennessee. 
Pitt, which will put its No. 1 
ranking on the line against 
fourth-ranked Georgia in the 
Sugar Bowl at New Orleans on 
New Year’s Day, was one of 
three major college teams to 
win all its 
regular season 
games. Maryland (11-0) and 
Rutgers 
(11-0) 
also 
ac­ 
complished the feat. The Terps 
were rewarded for their perfect 
season by getting a bid to the 
Cotton Bowl, but Rutgers was 
bypassed by the bowl com­ 
mittees even though the Scarlet 
Knights now boast the longest 
winning streak in the nation (18 
games). 
It was the competitiveness of 
the conference races that 
formed one of the more in­ 
teresting aspects of the season. 
The Big Eight, Southwest, 
Southeast and Western Athletic 
Conf, which in past years had 
been controlled by one or two 
clubs, were extremely well- 
balanced and six of the 12 
major conferences ended with 
co-champions. Only the Pacitic 
Eight and Big Ten Conferences 


continued to be ruled by in­ 
cumbents. 
The Big Eight Conference 
offered the greatest balance 
with the league race ending in a 
three-way tie among Colorado, 
Oklahoma and Oklahoma State. 
Colorado, though, earned the 
right to represent the con­ 
ference in the prestigious 
Orange Bowl by defeating both 
the other 
title claimants. 
C o l o r a d o , 
O k l a h o m a , 
Oklahoma State and Nebraska 
all were ranked among the top 
20 and two other Big Eight 
schools — Iowa 
State and 
Missouri' — enjoyed top 20 
ranking during the season. 
The SEC and SWC also en­ 
joyed their highest level of 
competition in years. Georgia 
(10-1) ended Alabama’s five- 
year rein as champion of the 
SEC and Houston, in its first 
year in the SWC, shared the 
conference title with Texas 
Tech but won the host spot in 
the Cotton Bowl by beating the 
Red Raiders. It marked only 
the fourth time in the past 18 
years that Texas or Arkansas 
had not won or shared in the 
SWC title. 
The WAC featured two of the 
more dramatic reversals of the 
season. Wyoming, only 2-9 a 
year ago, surprised everyone 
by tying Brigham Young for the 
championship and earning the 
host spot in the Fiesta Bowl 
while Arizona State, 11-0 last 
season and a leading candidate 
for the national championship, 
struggled through a 4-7 cam­ 
paign. Less than a month after 
the season ended, Arizona State 
and Arizona left the WAC to join 
the Pacific Eight Conference, 
which will be known as the 
Pacific 10 next year. 


It was hoped the addition of 
Arizona State and Arizona will 
add some more competition to 
the Pac Eight, and the con­ 
ference can certainly use it. 
Both the C Eight and the Big 
Ten have been controlled by the 
same clubs for nearly a decade 
and the same thing was true 
again this year 
Michigan and Ohio State, the 
perennial favorites, slugged it 
out again for the Big Ten crown 
and Michigan finally won the 
big one. defeating the Buckeyes 
in the final game of the season 
to earn a Rose Bowl trip for the 
first time in five years. 
In the Pac Eight, the coaches 
were new but the results were 
the same as Southern Cal and 
UCLA battled it out for the 
conference title. Southern Cal, 
under first year coach John 
Robinson, handed UCLA and 
new mentor Terry Donahue its 
first loss in the final game of the 
season and it was enough to 
send the Trojans to the Rose 
Bowl for the fourth time in the 
last five years. 
On the small college level, 
Montana State won the NCAA 
Division II championship, St. 
John’s (Minn.) captured the 
Division III title and Texas A&I 
won its third straight NAIA 
crown. 
While 
greater 
equality 
among 
teams 
was 
being 
achieved, there seemed to be no 
lessening on the pressures 
imposed upon coaches to win. 
Less than a month after the end 
of the regular season there had 
already been 24 major coaching 
changes, marked by the retire­ 
ment of well-known personali­ 
ties such as Darrel Royal at 
Texas and Frank Broyles at 
Arkansas. 
Chambliss, Bench, Kapstein 
Major League's Big Hitters

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NEW YORK (U PI) — Home 
runs by Chris Chambliss and 
Johnny Bench, hit one week 
apart in New York's Yankee 
Stadium, and the clout of Jerry 
Kapstein provided baseball’s 
biggest headlines in 1976. 
Chambliss’ homer, on Oct. 14, 
gave the New York Yankees a 
7-6 victory over the Kansas City 
Royals and their first American 
League pennant since 1964 
Bench’s homer, on Oct. 21, 
put the finishing touch on 
Cincinnati’s fbur-game sweep 
of the Yankees and assured the 
Reds of becoming the first 
National League team since the 
1921-22 New' York Giants to win 
two consecutive World Series. 
Kapstein’s clout was 
dis­ 
played later in the year when 
the “ super agent’’ negotiated 
contracts for 11 of the 24 
players who played out their 
options during the 1976 season 
and became free agents Each 
of the 24 players was claimed 
by no more than 12 teams in a 
re-entrv draft, held Nov. 4, and 
then the biggest bidding "auc­ 
tion” in baseball history began 
in earnest. 
In multi-million-dollar, long­ 
term deals, the Yankees signed 
Reggie Jackson 
and 
Don 
Gullett, the California Angels 
acquired Bobby Grich, Don 
Baylor and Joe Rudi and the 
San Diego Padres got Rollie 
Fingers and Gene Tenace 
In other multi-million dollar 
deals resulting from the re­ 
entry draft, the Texas Rangers 
acquired Doyle Alexander and 
Bert Campaneris, the M il­ 
waukee Braves obtained Sal 
Bando, the Montreal Expos 
picked up Dave Cash, the 
Boston Red Sox came to terms 
with Bill Campbell, the Cleve­ 
land 
Indians 
took 
Wayne 
Garland, the Ataltan Braves 
signed Gary Matthews and the 


Philadelphia Phillies acquired 
Rich Hebner. 
As a by-product of the auc­ 
tion, thè three-time world 
champion Oakland A s ( 1972-73- 
74), already decimated by 
Oakland clubowner Charles O. 
Findley’s 
trades, 
were 
dismantled. 
Anticipating the loss of many 
of his stars in the re-entry draft, 
Finley had tried to sell Fingers 
and Rudi to the Red Sox and 
Vida Blue to the Yankees on 
June 15 for a total of about $3.5- 
million. Commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn declared the deals void on 
the grounds they "hurt the 
integrity of baseball," touching 
off a controversy whose effects 
may be felt for years. 
Baseball prospered at the 
gate in 1976 with crowds 
totalling more than 30-million 
... Larry Dierker, John Cande­ 
laria 
and John 
Montefusco 
pitched no-hitters in the Nation- 
al 
League and Francisco 
Barrios and John Odom com­ 
bined on one in the American ... 
Bill Veeck returned to baseball 
with his familiar showmanship 
but the Chicago White Sox 
finished a dreary last in the Al 
West. 
Nolan Ryan struck out 327 
batters to become the first 
pitcher to strike out 300 or more 
batters in four seasons and all- 
time home run king Hank 
Aaron took his final curtain 
calls with a career total of 755 
... Mike Schmidt hit four 
homers in a 10-inning game ... 
the National 
League won 
another All-Star game ... and 
the American League an­ 
nounced expansion in 1977 to 
Seattle and Toronto. 
Those and other develop­ 
ments highlighted the 1976 
season but, as usual, the main 
excitement for the fans was 
provided by the pennant races, 
playoffs and World Series. 


The Reds breezed to the 
National League’s Western 
Division title by 10 games while 
the Phillies won the Eastern 
title by nine after recovering 
from a late-season slump. Over 
in the American League, the 
Yankees took the Eastern 
crown by 10M> games and the 
Kansas City Royals won the 
Western title by 2*2- 
The Royals’ victory, first in 
their history, ended the string 
of six straight Western titles by 
Finley’s A s. The A’s went down 
like champions, closing fast at 
the end of the season when the 
Royals went into a slump. The 
A’s weren’t officially counted 
out until Oct. 1 when Califor­ 
nia’s Frank Tanana shut them 
out, 2-0, in 11 innings. 
It wasn’t Tanana 
or the 
Royals who finally “ killed” a 
team which must be regarded 
as one of the most successful in 
the game’s history, however, 
but the internal problems 
created mostly by Finley. 
National League fans looked 
forward to a close struggle 
between the Reds 
and 
the 
Phillies in the playoffs but the 
latter, who had given Phila­ 
delphia its first baseball winner 
since the 1950 “ Whiz Kids" 
proved to be a disappointment. 
The Reds won the first two 
games in Philadelphia, 6-3 and 
6-2, respectively, and swept the 
series with a 7-6 triumph in the 
third game. The Phillies went 
into the last half of the ninth 
leading 6-4 but the Reds tied the 
score on consecutive homers by 
George Foster and Bench and 
scored the winning run on an 
infield hit by Ken Griffey. 
The Yankees and 
Royals 
exchanged 4-1 and 7-3 triumphs 
in Kansas City, in the first two 
games of the American League 
playoffs. The series then shifted 
to New York City for the final 
three games The atmosphere 
around 
Yankee 
Stadium 
resembled a war zone with 
police virtually sealing off the 
area to prevent marauding 
youth gangs from harrassing 
persons arriving at the park 
The Yankees won the third 
game, 5-3, on a three-run homer 
by Chambliss but the Royals 
won the fourth game, 
7-4, 
setting the stage for one of 
baseball’s unforgettable ta­ 
bleaus. 
A three-run homer by George 
Brett in the eighth inning had 
produced a 
6-6 tie when 


Chambliss stepped to the plate 
to lead off the Yankee ninth. 
Chambliss hit the first pitch by 
reliever Mark Littell into the 
rightfield stands 
and 
the 
Yankees had won their first 
pennant since 1964 
Wild-eyed fans streamed onto 
the field to “ celebrate” the 
triumph and forced Chambliss 
to detour as he neared third 
base and go directly to the 
safety of the Yankee dugout 
without touching third base or 
home plate. 
The World Series was anti- 
climactic inasmuch as the 
Reds’ superiority over the 
Yankees was 
so 
obvious. 
Gullett and Pedro Borbon 
combined to give the Reds a 5-1 
victory in the first game and 
the Reds made it two in a row 
when they beat Jim Hunter, 4-3, 
on Tony Perez’ ninth-inning 
single in the second game. 
Designated hitter Dan Dries- 
sen’s three hits led the Reds to a 
6-2 triumph in the third game 
and they carried a 3-2 lead into 
the top of the ninth of the fourth 
game as they tried for a sweep. 
The Yankees still had hopes but 
they were wiped out when 
Bench smashed his threerun 
homer and the Reds added a 
fourth run for a 7-2 triumph.

Arthritis differs 
from bursitis

D EAR DR. LAM B - Could 
you please explain the 
difference between arthritis 
and bursitis? What causes 
them and what can be done for 
them? I have read that bur­ 
sitis is an inflammation of the 
serous sac in joints. Just what 
that is I am not certain. 
The reason I would like to 
know is that I may have one of 
these conditions. I ’m only 25 
and quite concerned. I have 
seen a few doctors and end up 
with a muscle relaxant which 
doesn’t do much good. 
DEAR R EA D ER - A bursa 
is a small sac composed of 
tissue that resembles the 
plastic wrapping paper com­ 
monly used in the kitchen. The 
sac is fille d w ith fluid 
(synovial fluid). The bursa 
are literally nature’s pillows. 
They are located around ten­ 
dons and near joints to 
cushion the shock of move­ 
ment. They are found around 
the tendons of the wrist and 
hand, the shoulders, and 
almost all joints and tendons 
of the body. There are at least 
140 bursae. 
When the bursa sac gets in­ 
flammed it hurts. A common 
location is the shoulder. The 
inflammation can be caused 
by injury. The tendons around 
the joint may also be in­ 
flammed and this is called 
tendonitis. Very often the 
painful shoulder or other joint 
is really a case of tendonitis 
rather than bursitis. 
Arthritis involves the joint 
itself, where the bones that 
form the joint meet, end to 
end, and it involves the car­ 
tilage of the joint. Notice then 
you can have arthritis, bur­ 
sitis, or tendonitis and all end 
in “ itis” meaning inflamma­ 
tion. 
Bursititis and tendonitis can 
be very painful. The short 
duration pains are more likely 
to be bursitis and pain that 
lasts longer is more often a 
tendonitis. Of course you can 
also have pain in the shoulder 
from muscle spasm, or mus­ 


cle spasm may occur because 
of the associated pain of 
arthritis, bursitis or ten­ 
donitis. A painful shoulder 
may even be from a pinched 
nerve from the neck or can be 
referred pain from the heart 
— which I would not think 
would be your problem. 
The point is that the treat­ 
ment often depends upon the 
c o rre c t diagnosis. The 
diagnosis is made on the basis 
of a careful physical examina­ 
tion and other studies, usually 
including X rays. 
Rest of the painful part is 
im portant, whether it is 
arthritis, bursitis or ten­ 
donitis. At the same time you 
must avoid complete im ­ 
mobilization. That could lead 
to scarring calcification of the 
joint and finally a frozen joint. 
To avoid this it is wise to 
move the joint through its 
maximum range of motion, 
gently, each day. If the in­ 
volved joint is not too painful 
the range of motion can be in­ 
creased. It is not necessary to 
exercise the part vigorously. 
That could be harmful, but 
you do want to maintain your 
full range of motion and 
strength as much as possible. 
Certain habits lead to ten­ 
donitis or bursitis. A good ex­ 
ample is tennis; that may lead 
to tennis elbow. You can have 
the same elbow problems 
from other activities that in­ 
jure the tendons. In some 
cases it is necessary to change 
one’s life style or habits.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - T he 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare says it has 
received more than $1 million 
in claim s for dam ages from the 
national flu shot program . 
The claim s run from $9.50 in 
Washington State to $1.1 million 
in Pennsylvania. Most are for a 
few hundred dollars or less, and 
claim com pensation for illness 
associated with a flu shot. 
The Pennsylvania claim is 
one of three subm itted as of

pensation for a death after a flu 
shot, a HEW spokesm an said 
Thursday. The other two were 
from New York state, $10,000, 
and West Virginia, $50,000. The 
illness claim s totaled $29,705.20.

Workers in 15 occupations and 
industries, ranging from broad­ 
casters 
to decorators, 
have 
been newly identified as high 
risks for acquiring lung cancer. 


A study of nearly 4,000 white 
males who developed or died 
from the disease 
in 
recent 
years added the work groups to 
18 others, 
m ostly 
notably 
asbestos 
workers, 
who 
had 
been previously identified as 
having a greater than usual 
chance of getting lung cancer 


The researchers, affiliated 
w ith the University of Southern 
California Comprehensive Can­ 
cer Center, said the results 
suggest that occupational expo­ 
sure to cancer-causing sub­ 
stances in some jobs creates 
the higher risk 
They said workers in most of 
the occupations and industries 


associated with lung cancer are 
in some way exposed to either 
asbestos or polycyclic aromatic 
hydrocarbons, a byproduct of 
burning organic materials 


The newly identified high- 
risk jobs with a high exposure 
to the hydrocarbons include 
dental 
lab 
technicians, 
photoengravers, 
roofers 
and 
persons employed in the auto 
repair, bakery and dairy’ in­ 
dustries 


The researchers 
said two 
other new high-risk occupa­ 
tions, clothing ironers and 
electricians, have a high ex­ 
posure to asbestos 
Leather 
workers were also added to the 
list, possibly because of their 
exposure to leather dust. 
The study, published recent­ 
ly, 
also 
listed 
bar 
and 
restaurant managers, janitors 
and mechanics and persons 


involved in the food and drink 
industry in the high-risk group 
for the first time. 
Those previously indentified 
as high-risk jobs were asbestos 
w orkers, bartenders, cooks, 
hea,t treaters, longshoremen, 
machine shop workers, mine 
o p e r a t i v e s , 
p a i n t e r s , 
p l a s t e r e r s , 
p l u m b e r s , 
pressmen, shoe repairers, taxi 
and truck drivers, welders and 
persons involved in the paper, 
petroleum-refining, steel and 
transportation industries. 
The researchers also found 
that 16 occupations carried a 
low risk of lung cancer. They 
w ere assem b lers, barbers, 
checkers, cranemen, dentists, 
forem en, judges, personnel 
workers, pharmacists, photo­ 
graphers, physicians, sa les 
m anagers, school adm inis­ 
trators, secretaries, stockbr­ 
okers and teachers.

Botelle Developing Method 
To Evaluate Ohio Patrolmen 


COLUMBUS (UPI) - Bat- 
telle Columbus Laboratories, 
under a $19,797 contract with 
the Ohio Department of High­ 
way Safety, is developing a 
method to evaluate the day-to- 
day performance of Ohio’s 900 
highway patrolmen. 
Patrol 
officials 
say 
the 
grading system developed by 
the consultant “will be able to 
tell the trooper on the road how 
he is doing” as compared to a 
norm for the entire patrol force. 
Management-level 
highway 
patrolmen will also use the 
evaluations to spot troopers for 
supervisory positions in con­ 
junction 
with 
current 
evaluation procedures. 
The contract, of which 90 per 
cent is federally funded, was 
approved by the state Controll­ 
ing Board last week after high­ 
way safety officials had picked 
Battelle from four consultants 
who had bid on the project. 
“This (procedure) will tell 
the officer ‘how you are doing 
your job as a trooper on the 
road,’” said 
Lt. 
Walter 
F. 
Liddle 
of 
the 
headquarters 
command. “It will tell him his 
level of performance. 
“It’s something we though 
would help our m en.” 
B attelle project 
director 
George Rosinger, an industrial 
psychologist, estim ates it will 
Battelle about six months to 
develop the grading form. 
“We will start by getting a 
complete list of the tasks they 


(patrolmen) are supposed to 
cover,” said Rosinger. 
“The next step is out in the 
field with the officers — ob­ 
serving what they do, finding 
out the details of the job and 
describing the 
tasks 
they 
perform. 
“It will be a detailed job 
analysis. 
"Clearly, not everything can 
be measured. There will always 
be a subjective element, but we 
want to decrease the subjective 
element and increase the ob­ 
jectiv e, 
so 
the 
grading 
procedure will be consistent no 


matter who does the evalua­ 
tions ” 


Patrol officials say there has 
been no increase in the number 
of 
complaints 
filed 
against 
patrolmen nor has there been 
any noticeable decrease in job 
performance. 
The 
soon-to-be-developed 
procedure, said one patrolmen 
assigned to Columbus head­ 
quarters, is “just a good idea 
that doesn’t cost too much 
money.”
